Than Last Year 

Ottawa. for the first ten! 
months of the fiscal year, which ends| 
on the 3ist of this month, show that 
immigration to Canada from all coun 
tries totalled 101,940, an increase of 
140 per cent, in comparison with the} 
corresponding period for the fiscal 
year 1918-19, the report for which was 
tabled in parliament a few days ago. 
British immigration shows an 
crease in those ten months of 985 per 
cent,, as compared with the same time 
in 1918-19, the figures being 52,918 and 
$302. From the United States the 
increase is 35 per cent, till the end 
of January of this year; 42,535 immi-| 
grants had been registered in Canada 
since April 1 last, as against 21,306 for 
the same time in 1918-19. From all 
other countries the increase is 18 pe r| 
cent.
